Wou'd 
he not think ‘us very arrogant in prefering our Conflitution 
totheirs? But the pernicious Maxim fo often cry’d up, and 
applauded by the Gentlemen of the Long Robe, Nolumus 
Leses Angha mutare, has been productive of more Evils to 
the Subject, and more deftructive of Liberty, than the At- 
tempts of our moft ambitious Princes, put them all toge- 
ther.

In Anfwer to which, 
I muft take the Liberty to fay, that, whatever perfonal 
Animofities I may have with 1 ‘ecard to him, I am too 
much attached to the Good of the Cau/e, to facrifice the 
fmalieft Part of it to any private Provocations whate- 
yer. 

I will therefore perfiit in ftifling my Refentments, and 
doing Juitice to bessin : nay, I will go fo far back to complt- 
ment his Merits, as even the firft Pu! lication of his P: 8 
the ye ery Title « of which argued the moft profound Saga- 
city inthe Author. The Craftfman! What a Depth ol 
Meani ing les hid ul der that fingle W oad ' And how won- 
derfully proper it is to the Character he has maintained! 


Vertainly no Title in the World could be better adapted 
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to the Defign ; and very few Defigns have been carried on 
with fo much Confiftency from the firft Ourfet till now. 
If he has fometimes blundered, it has been owing itill to 
fome Refinement of Politicks, that has argued rather too 
much Subtlety than too little. I might prove this A ferti- 
on from a thoufand Circumitances at large ; but I will on- 
ly touch upon his former Behaviour, and conclude with a 
late Mafter Stroke that has topp’d his Part, and fet him 
above all the Political Craftimen that ever went before 
him. 

When he firft laid down his Profeffionas a Lawyer, and 
commenced that of Libel/er, he moft ingenuoufly fet out 
with an Encomium on his own Sincerity and Love ot 
Truth ; his Contempt of Places and Power, Penfions and 
Titles : avowing himfelf an unbtaffed Friend to his Coun- 
try, and an irreconcileable Enemy to all Venality and Cor- 
tuption ; This was the grand Snare to procure Confidence, 
and Reputation amongft the People, excited Attention, 
and prepared the Way for Mifchief, in the moft effectu- 
al, and yet the moft plaufible Manner imaginable. This 
Point thus carried, he proceeded artfully to unravel his 
Defigns, and fecure the Publick to his Views; to co this, 
he fell in with their Paffions, and declared, the Way to 
tender a Nation happy, was to make them Enemies to 
the Miniftry, and that to make a Figure Abroad, they 
need only diitrefs the Meafures at Home. This, howe- 
ver, feemed a Paradox to many, and therefore he was ob- 
ged to expofe it in different Lights, and drefs it up in 
Fables and Allegories, that he might entertain at leaft, if 
he did not convince : Not forgetting, every now and then, 
to declaim in Favour of rigid and inflexible Patrioti{m ; 
to inveigh againft ‘laxes, -libel the Army, and declare 
himfelf tree from every mercenary View in either. ‘Dhus, 
by Degrees, he ftole into the Hearts of the People, and 
fempered his Poifons exaé¢tly to their Palates. 

Having therefore fufficiently difturbed their Paffions, 
and prepared them for all he thought proper, he ventured 
to point out a Victim to their Refentments, and called up- 
o™ them aloud to begin the Sacrifice. ‘The Minifler was

Geicribed as the Caufe of all their Misfortunes, and there- 
‘ore the fitteft to make an Atonement for them: To ren- 
cs this the more probable, all the Artifices the Craft of 
tte whole Caé4a/ could invent were publifhed weekly to 
render him odious ; and all the Chara¢ters of bad Statef- 
men 
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men Succeffively applied to him. Had any Misfortune 
Abroad, had any Ditiiculty occurred at Home, we were 
told. he was the Author of both, and that none but 
he fhould bear the Blame or Punifhment: He was fome. 
times made the Subject of ferious Declamations, and 
fometimes of ridiculous Lampoon: No Week was fuffer- 
ed to efcape without its Portion of Detamation ; the

Voice of Rumour was even tired with Repetition of Slan. 
ders, and the Ear of Difaffection with hearing them: But 
t] sheft Artifice in my Friend D’ Arvers’s Condué all 
this while was affirming, in the moft folemn Manner, that 
he had neither Prejudice nor Malice to the Perfon he fo 
warmly attacked, and fo openly reviled ; that he had ne- 
ver fought or expected Wavours from him, nor received 
Injuries ; that he even pitied him as a Man, tho’ he pro- 
fecuted him as a Minifter ; that he was no ways envious 
of his Greatnefs, or ambitious «f a Share with him: All 
this, and abundance more, he uttered moft fervently at 
Times, to inforce his own Impartiality, and induce his 
Profelytes to place the greater Confidence in his ITntegri- 
ty. About this Period, indeed, he was over-reached by 
his own Craft ; for believing he had a greater Intereft in 
the Affections of the People than he really had, and fan- 
cying his Reputation was now too great to be hurt PY any 
thing, he a little indifcreetly drew the Curtain, and dif- 
covered a Brace of Patrons behind it, that had like to have 
undone both him and the Caufe for ever. Here Caled, it 
muft be confefs’d, found himfelf embarraffed ; but after a 
sood deal of Paius taken to juttify himfelf, Time was his 
only Friend, and what could not be excufed was forgot. 
From thence therefore he again dropt his Patrons, and 
tollowed his former Wiles, with various Succefs, till the 
bill for regulating the Duties on Wine and Tobacco was 
brought into the Houfe; when he exerted himfelf with 
tuch indetatigable Vigour, and chimed. in fo artfully with 
the Humour of the Times, that he emerged into a Patriot 
wain, and, as was obferved in my laft, refined fo effectu- 
y on this Succefs, that, under the Pretence of pleading 
for the Freedom of Elections, he endeavoured to deter- 
mine them juft as he pleafed, and make the Prejudices o 
the Voters as thorough a Bribe as a Penfion, Place, 
any other lucrative Confideration. 
_ Neither did he ftop here ; he undertook to prove, that 
there was a grand Coalition of Parties in Favour < 
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Cabal, and in Oppofition to the Government : Hence he 
argued, the Rectitude of his own Caufe, and the Weak- 
nefs of his Adverfaries : Hence he infinuated, that Party 
was utterly forgot thro’ the whole Nation, and that, of 
Courfe, there were no other Diftinctions of Mien, than 
Virtue and Integrity on one Side, and [Intereft and Cor- 
ruption on the other. As if Men had no other Paffions 
than Avarice or Ambition ; or that Malice and Difap- 
pointment did not intail as ftrong Prepoffeflions as a Rib- 
band or a ‘litle. 

This, however, was far from the End of his Subtlety ; 
for while he was craftily infinuating, that one Set of Par- 
ties was at an End, he was under hand fetting up ano- 
ther: And while the Words /Vhig and Jory were explo- 
ded, he introduced Court and Country to reign in their 
Stead: A Diftinction, in Fact, the moft dangerous to the 
Conftitution that ever yet was made ; and which muft be 
attended with the moft fatal Confequences, if not prevent- 
ed betimes. Not an Article is now inferted in any of the 
News Papers, concerning the enfuing Election, but one or 
other of thofe invidious Characterifticks is annexed to 
every Candidate’s Name. ‘The Defign of which the Cabal 
plainly intends as a Mark to recommend the one, and dif- 
appoint the other. Nor is this all; my Friend Ca/eb and 
the Junto have ftill a further End in Profpeét, which is, 
toconfider the Court and Country Views as oppofite and 
irreconcileable ; andwhat Effect that will have on the 
Chain of infeparable Affection which ought to unite the 
King and his People, Experience will foon determine. 

‘Tis certain no one of Mr. D’ Anvers’s Expedients has 
done him more Honour than this; and, to my certain 
Knowledge, the Cabal has the greateft Expectation from 
tt: They very reafonably conclude, that if once the Court 
is efteemed to be ina feparate Intereit from the Nation, 
the Nation will not be long in fetting up an Intereft op- 
Pofite to the Court : That fuch an Oppofition muft be at- 
attended with remarkable Changes fome where or ano- 
ther, and that no Change can happen to their Diladvyan- 
‘age. Power and Importance are what they want, and 

thing but Difcord and civil Broils can put them in Pof- 
leffion of either : Whatever therefore occafions or increa- 
ies the Mifunderftanding between the Head and Body of 
the People, does them the moft Service ; and ’tis notori- 
ous nothing can be more to their Purpofe, than the de- 
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hated the King and the Government ; and were, 
a Faéficn againit the Nation. All the Diffrejfes 
ofthat Prince, and moft of the Evils of his Reign, arofe

that Monarch upon changing Hands, fhifting Sides; ming- 
ling Parties, turning out his deff Friends, and taking in Ja- 
cobites, Plotters, and Perfons devoted to King fames’s In- 
tereft; then turning them out, taking his Friends again; then 
his Enemies; and then joyzime Friends and Enemies: Was not 
this a dreadful State; uneafy to the Prince, and calamitous 
tothe N.i.on? And, did not all thofe Calamities flow from 
a Majority of the Parliament’s being againft the Court, and 
refolving not to carry en the War, or raife the neceflary 
Supplies without fuch 2 Miniftry was appointed as they ap- 
proved of ? 

This is our Happinefs under the prefent Government, that 
the Court is in the Intereft of the Country; and this is a De- 
monftration of it, ‘* That they govern always by the old 
‘“ flanding Laws of the Kingdom, and never attempt any 
new ones Which fhall raife the Power of the Crown in Pre- 
‘judice to the Rights of the People.” Tis impoffible, 
therefore, that a Parliamenit’s agreeing with fuch a Court, or 
afi?ing {uch a Government, can be under undue Influences : 
No; thefe undue Influences muft be with the Minority, not 
the Majority ; for Men may be corrupted by falfe Noticns, 
and widuly influenced by wrong Refentments, ftrong Preju- 
dices, particular Hatreds, and violent Thirft after Power, 
Places, and Preferments, as tru/y and more thoroughly than by 
Money, The Perfons againft the Court, are the only cor- 
rift Party in the Kingdom, and the only Party too againft 
the Intereft of their Country; for all that ever the old Ivhigs, 
before the Reuolution, defired from a Government, we po/- 
fs under the prcfent Government: A true Whig, therefore, 
who would preferve the Conftitution entire in all its Parts) 
cannot be corrupted; nor is it poffible he fhould be under un- 
due Influences by ferving the prefent Government, which ’tis 
he Duty as well as the Jntere/? of every Subject of Pnglage 
toferve. A true W, hig can not be bribed or corrupted in act- 
ing for the Government, becaufe_ his Prificiple, his Judg- 
ient; his Confcience; and his Affeétions are all on the Side 


of the Government ; none but Facobites and Tories can be

Creties, like the Tribune of the Roman People, the moft 
fac red Miugiftrate of the Common-wealth, every Door ol

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Asthis Liberty of Accefs to Princ e/s 1s the moft effential 
inherent Right of the People, there is likewife a Duty in- 
cumbent upon the People in the Exercife of it : and w here- 
ever they are fo happy as to enjoy this diftir 1uilhing § Pri-

For, it this popular Privilege of addreffing the Throne 
fhould ever be lodged in the Management of /2ious and 
ill-defigning Men, who, acting and fpeaking for Multi- 
tudes, fhould proffitute the publick Voice to their own pri- 
vate Humours, their [eififh Views, or Party-Prejudice ;

the Throne with /a//e infincere Hearts, and guileful difin 
genuous Applications ; if appearing in the Prefence of their 
Prince, they come with deceittul W ords of Gratulation, 
and diflembled Foy, covering abufive Infinuations ; and 
whilft they affect to praife or thank their Sovereign, 7ro- 
nicaily vent their inveterate Malice againft his Perfon and 
Government ; this Perverfion of popular Liberty will 
weaken and difgrace it, will tend to deftroy its Credit, 
where it might interpofe with the beft Effect for the pub 
lick Advantage ; and, by making it fubfervient to Ends 
moft repugnant to its Infeitution will one Day or other de. 
feat the moft valuable Benefits which ought to arife from 
it. 

The People have therefore infinite Reafons to watch 
the Bohweinis irof Men who affect Popularity : An Affectati- 
on fo necef ary and convenient to the moft fatal Impohture. 
They may as eafily deceived in the Cafe of their Rights 
and Privileges, as diet frequently are with Relation to 
their Goods and Chattles, when crafty Knaves, from 
finifter Views s, perfuade them to diftruft the bef and /ong- 
ef tried Securities. Men who exprefs fuch violent Fond- 
nefs for Truft, are not alw ays the moft fit to be trufted :

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In this Manner may PRINCES, as well as private Per- 
fons, faffer Ill-Ufage and Atironts, which they may fuffici- 
en'ly refent, as is moft juft and requifice, though Attempts 
of this Nature, however open to Animadverfion, may not 
always admit of fuch explicit Cenfure, as other Cafes 
fometimes demand. There is a f/ent Rebuke, which may 
be given in fome of thefe Inftances, more expreflive oi ju# 
Reproach, than the warmeft Language can fo properly ut- 
ter. There may be Returns peculiarly adapted to fuch At- 
tempts, in the very Frame and Texture of which may be 
feen a fenfible Difpleafure. ‘The ‘Turn and Manner of g:- 
cing the Infult may fuggeft the moft natural Means of ex- 
prefing D:fike and Indignation. Reproofs are not lefs 
trong, becaufe more delicate and mafferly, than thofe 
which plebeian Underfianding might dictate. As the Look 
and ExprefJion of the Face may be eloquent beyond the 
Force of Words, the Air and Direction of Language may 
ifinuate a Meaning far more powertul, than the boldeft 
Images can reprefent to the Fancy. 

It does not require much Argument to fhew that, this 
is the beft Manner of expreffing fuch Difpleafure. There 
may be a Dignity in the Charadéer affronted, which re- 
trams the Perfon from being or appearing to be moved on 
uch an Occafion.

plications to the Prince arife on any Inftance of Wif om 
and Goodnefs in his Proceedings; it the Occafion be fo 
right in itfelf, that without any Sollicitations from a Court 
the Jnaducements to it be IRRESISTIBLE, and Si/ence on fuch 
an Occafion would be sa odious as a Compliance 
would be in different Cafes, where the Ce// to Addre/s is 
neither national nor undeniable: To trifle with the aai- 
verfal Senfe and Acclamations of a joyful People ; to coun. 
terfeit the fame Affection and Satisfaction with the Body 
of a Nation, counterfeiting their Gladne/s, yet making it 
ferve as the Cover of that Malice which they from their 
Hearts abhor: This muft appear as the ba/ef 
Wi ickedne/s, and loweft Folly that Party Rage can meditate , 
this muft appear not only as an Jzjury of the higheft Na- 
ture to thofe on whom it is attempted, but a Treachery 
and Violation of Truft to thofe in whofe Name it 1: offer- 
ed ; and as the Power to approach the Throne with Ad. 
drefles arifes from the People, the PEOPLE are injured, 
and ought to refent it, whenever fuch Addreffes are pro. 
fanely applied to affront that facred Perfon who fits in that 
Place.

It hath been at all Times confidered as a Species of Trea 
fon, or at leaft is the bighe# Mi/flemeanour, to alienate the 
People’s Affection from their Prince, or to withdraw the 
Love of the Prince from his People.

DER of his Government, nay, the very /mage of one who 
wrought /uch a Revolution, as a publick NUISANCE ; fo, 
if they recognize any Defcendents from fuch an illuftrious 
Character, and compliment their Prince on feeing him 
diftinguifh the Stock of their glorious Deliverer, formed 
tothe Virtues of fo great an Example, their dutifu/ and 
ofectionate Modefly will teach them to remember nothing 
ol the amiable tender Defcriptions, by which his Name or 
Exploits might be rehearfed ; and they, who could call his 
Statwe a NUSIANCE ¢o them/elves, will with that all of his 
Blood may prove a SCouRGE to their Sovereign. In pre- 
faging the Confequences of Things, they will forefee no- 
thing but Revolutions ; as fome, in the Viewed of another

HE mperor has remitted another exhortative Re- 

fcript tothe Diet of Retishon, to engage the Prin- 

ces of the Empire to a vigorous Refolution in the prefent 

Conjuncture ; but we do not hitherto find that it has had 
any great Ettect 

We mention’d in a tormer BEE how much the Conduct 
of the King of Pruffia was blamed, in fuffering the Ru/- 
an Artillery to pafs thro’ his Territories, to the Siege of 
Dantztcr: But our lait Letters from Berlin fay, His 
Pruffian Majetty has now changed his Refolution, (if ever 
he had taken any fuch,) and refufed to grant this Paflage ; 
Which Obftacle, they fay, retards its Arrival before that 
City, more than the Badnefs of the Roads, or any other 
Hinderance, 

The three Electors of Bavaria, C:logn and Palatine 
continue to adhere fo firmly to their Refolutions, and to 
be fo united in their Interefts, that neither Threats nor 
Promifes has hitherto had any Effect to divide them. 

Che Count de Be/iffe is arrived at the Head of twenty 
Regiments in the Neighbourhood of Traerbach, a Town 
on the Mo/e/, in the Electorate of Triers, where he is to 
iorm a Camp of 40,000 Men, and then to undertake the 
siege of that Place. 

Our Letters from Dre/den advife, that when the Saxons 
were in Expectation to hear, that their King-Elector was 
full March, at the Head of his Troops, to join the 
Ruffians before Dantzick, they were furpriz’d to fee him 
atrive there, without any previous Notice, accompanied 
only by his Favourite, the Chevalier de Bruh/, and a few 
of the Chevalier-Guard ; But not one fingle Po/e attend- 
ng him ; The Glofs that Court puts upon this Matter is ; 
That his Majefty had only abfented himfelf for a while 
‘rom his new Kingdom, to pay a Vifit to his Queen, and 
to thew himfelf to his natural-born Subjects, while his 

Toops were marching towards Si/efia, which, by the 
Way, isnot the neareft Rout to Daatzick.

T was reported, that King Auguffus defigned to take up 
his Refidence with his whole Court, at Matiendurg, 
during the Siege of Dantzick, and to bring with him, 
10,000 of his choieft Troops, to aflift in reducing that Ci- 
ty ; But inftead of that, our laft Letters have furprized us 
with an Account, that this Prince, feeing no Way to come 
at Dantzick in Safety, retired firft to the Cloifter of Czentz- 
tochow, and from thence pafs’d on the 25th thro’ Breflaw, 
in a Chaife without alighting, and made the beft of his 
Way for Drefden. Thefe Lettersadd, that the two Prin- 
ces Lubomirski were likewife retired, one to Hungary, 
and the other to a Caftle in Silefa. “The Crown Marthal 
has, it is faid, refufed to receive the Prefents fent him 
by King Auguffus, and all the Palatines who were prefent 
at this Prince’s Coronation have left him, and are retired, 
fome to their Pa/atinates, and others, privately to their 
Country-feats. ‘This Defection is fo general, that nota 
fingle Pole accompanied Auguffus at his Departure ; And 
it is even faid, that Count Welgech, the Jmperial A mbaf. 
fador had declared, that he could be no longer fervices 
ble to him, in the Affairs of Po/and. This fudden Change 
is believed to be owing to the near Approach ot the French 
Fleet to the Ba/tick, which has infpired King Stansfaus: 
Party with fo much Vigour, that they begin to threaten 
the Ru/jians, as much as they have hitherto done them. 
the rwo grand Articles, which are to come under De- 
liration, at the enfuing Affembly of the States of Swe-

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Anfwer was: Jt would be Time enough for fuch a Meffage, 
when they bad got their Artillery. ‘This taunting Anfwer 
isan evident Proof, they are neither in fuch Diftrefs, nor 
under fuch Apprehenfions, as fome Accounts would make 
us believe they are. On the contrary, our laft Letters 
fay ; that King Staasflaus and his Adherents feem perfect- 
ly unconcerned : And look out, with a feeming Satisfacti- 
on, for the Arrival of the French Fleet, which they hope 
willturn the Scale fo much in their Favour, that the Ru/f- 
ans will be glad to march off quicker than they came. 
Efpecially as they will probably have the French and the 
Dantaickers to encounter in the Front, and, at the fame 
Time, the Po/es, in their Rear; in which Cafe King 
Staniffaus is refolved to head the latter himfelf.

The State of LITERATURE in Foreign Parts.

In our laft BEE. we gave our Readers a brief Account of 
this whole Work in general, and of the Hittorical Part of 
it in particular; and promifed, as Opportunity would al- 
low, to give them Extracts of fome particular Pieces among 
thofe we there gave the Titles of. To acquit ourfelves of 
this Promife, we will begin with a Piece or two for our Li- 
terary Article of this Number. 


I. Some general Obfervations, by M. de Blan¢hard, on the 
Tribunals eftablifhed at Athens, for the Maintenance of their 
Laws, and jr deciding of Differences between private 
Perens. 


Of the ten Tribunals of Athens, the Judges of which were 
elective, four were for Criminal, and fix for Civil Caufes, 
The Areopagus was not included in this Number, and, for 
an Account of this famous Tribunal, our Author refers fo 
two Differtations of Monf. |’ Abbé de Canaye, printed in this 
Volume. He obferves, that the Method of Proceeding, a- 
mong the Athenians, was chiefly grounded on the wife Laws 
given them by Selon ; and that this Reople was the firft a- 
mong the Grecians, who ettablifhed a Jurifprudence, to fe- 
cure the Property of the weak from the Opprefiions of the 
more mighty. 

All their Officers of Juftice were taken from among thofe 
‘who were the moft eafy in their Circumftances, and as 
Pledges of their Adminiftrations, they were obliged to have 
landed Eftates in Attica, and Children. They had three 
different Methods of chufing thefe Officers ; by Lot, by Ac- 
clamation, or, by Scrutiny, 


In their Eleions by Lot, the Names of the Candidates 
were written upon Ballots, and put into an Urn; and into 
another Urn were put as many white Beans as there were 
Places to difpofe of, and as many black Beans as made up 
the Number of Candidates, After this they drew a Ballot 
and a Bean, and if it happened to be a black coe, 
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drew another Ballot, and another Bean, and fo continued ’till 
a white Bean came up, which gave the Preference to the 
Perfon whofe Name was drawn with it. It was a Capital 
Crime to put two Ballots into the Urn with the fame 
Name upon them, except where two Brothers, of the fame 
Name, were Candidates, for the fame Employ; and then 
each Name had its Mark of Diftin@tion. This Cafe hap- 
pened, however, very feldom; becaufe, among the Gre- 
cians, it was very rare to have two Brothers bear the fame 
Name. 

Their Elections by Acclamation, or holding up of Hands, 
were performed in a general Affembly of all the People. 
The Magiftrates, called Thefmothetes, or Legiflators, offer’d 
feveral Subjects for their Choice, and they exprefs’d their 
Approbation of them, by holding up their Hands. 

As for their Method of Eleétion by Scrutiny, or Plurality 
of Votes, Mr. Blanchard refers to his Differtation on the 
Prytanet, which follows immediately after this Article. 

Thefe Officers, when elected, were obliged to pafs a ju- 
ridical Examination before the Tribunal of Archontes; what 
Refpect they had, at all Times, fhewn to their Parents, or 
thofe who were fet over them in their Stead; how affiduous 
they had been in bearing Arms for the Service of the Re- 
publick, during the Term prefcribed by their Laws; their 
Compliance with the Religious Rites then generally received, 
throughout the whole Land; and on their Circumftances, 
whether they were fufficient Pledges for their good Beha- 
viour? On Occafion of the military Service, in which one 
Part of this Interrogation confifted ; our Author obferves, 
that the Athenian Youth were put into Garrifons, whither 
they were fent at eighteen Years of Age, and where they 
ferved *till twenty ; after which they were oblig’d to take 
4certain Oath, preferibed by Law, to maintain their Reli- 
gion and Political Government. | 

No Officer could enjoy two Employs at one and the fame 
Time, nor be removed from one to the other, without ha- 
ving firft render’d an Account of his Adminiftration, before 
the Magiftrates called Logi/fes, who upon this Occafion took 
their Seats with the Archontes ; and here Mr. Blanchard gives 
an Account of the Manner of paffing this Examination. In 

efault of a juft Account of their Adminiftration, they 
Were rendered incapable of any civil Benefits, even that of 
Adoption ; 
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Atostion ; they were not allowed to go out of Attica ; nor 
could they enjoy any of the Honours which they otherwife 
might hive been entitled to, In a Word, no Office was 
exe mpt from rendring this Piece of Juftice to the Publick; 
and the Areopagites themfelves were as much tied down to it, 
as any of the more inferior Magiftrates. 

The Interpretation of fuch Laws as were not in them. 
felves perfpicuous, was left to the Tribunal of the nine /r- 
chontes, Judges who were originally chofen out of the moft 
iluftrious Families of Athens. The firft of thefe nine gave 
his Name to the Year of his Magiftracy ; the fecond was 
called King ; the third Polemarchus ; and the other fix were 
named The/mothetes. Our Author, after this, acquaints his 
Readers aie he Manner of electing thefe Archontes, the 
‘Tefts of their Lives and Manners, the Articles of the Oath 
they were obliged to take, the Refpeét which was fhewn 
them, and feveral other Circumftances concerning them, 


II. Remarks on Plutarch’s Lives, by Monfieur Secoufle.

ts, in Which thefe two Writers agree. Caj/ar did not 

; Plvtarch will have it, to avoid the Wrath 
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of Sylla; but meerly to have an Opportunity of bearing 
Arms, and ferving under Thermus the Pretor. Acain, it 
was not in his Return from the Court of Nicomediz that he 
was taken by Pyrates; but it was in his fecond Paflage, 
when he left Rome to retire to Rhodes. From this Ifland 
Cajar went into Afa on an Expedition againft a Lieutenant 
of Mithridates, of which Plutarch makes no mention. 

2, In Reading, without a very great Attention, a Paflage 
in this Author, where he relates two Facts concerning Ca- 
far, one immediately after the other; (1.) That at his go- 
ing into Spain as Governour of that Province, he is reported 
to have faid, he would rather be Chief in a {mall City, than 
the Second in Rome: (z.) That being in Spain, and read- 
ing the Life of Alexander, he began to weep for Shame, 
that he had atchieved no notable Action, at an Age in which 
that Prince had conquered fo many Kingdoms ; one would, 
at firft Sight imagine, faid our Author, that thefe two 
Faéts were contemporary. But upon examining this Paf- 
fage more narrowly, it is plainly difcernable, and AZ Se- 
couffe has difcerned it, that our Hiftorian did not fall into this 
Anachronifm, of placing at one and the fame time, two 
Facts which were at leaft ten Years diftant one from the 
other: The firft being when Ca@/ar went into Spain, in 
the Quality of Pro-prator, at the Age of 32; and the fe- 
cond, when he was in that Province ten Years before, in 
the Quality of Queffor. It was, however, at leaft an Over- 
fight in Plutarch ; and he ought, by a lefs equivocal Ex- 
preflion, to have prevented the Mifunderftanding which a 
lefs attentive Reader might eafily fall into. | 

3. The horrid Dream which Ca/ar had the Night be- 
fore he pafs’d the Rubicon, according to Plutarch, is wrong 
placed; for he had this Dream long before, when he was but 
Queftor in Spain, if we may believe the Accounts we have 
in Suetonius and Dion. 

4. The fourth Remark 1. Secouffé makes, is on what P/u- 
‘arch fays, with Regard to the Ifland of Britain, in a Paf- 
lage which is a little intricate, and the true Senfe of which, 
itis plain, neither Amyot nor Dacier rightly underftood. 
According to them Pluterch then affures his Readers ; 
It was queflioned whether there were any fuch Ifland, be- 
Caufe of the exceffive Bignefs of it. Whereas, according to

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was no other than, that it was quefion’d whether this Coun. 


try was anlfland, becaufe of the exceffive Bigne/s it was faid 
to be of : The Paflage entire would then fignify ; Thar /ome 
imagined there was no [uch Country at all, and that others 
would not believe that 1t was an Ifland. This agrees with 
what Dion and Tacitus fay, that when this Ifland firft cameto 
the Knowledge of the Greeks and Romans, it wasa Debate 
whether it was an Ifland or the Continent, and feveral 
wrote upon this Queftion ; but that the Romans were not 
fatisfied that it was an Ifland, upon their own Experience. 
and by coafting it round, ’till the Time of Agricola. Ta- 
citus feems to contradict himfelf in another Place, on this 
Head, when he fays, that two Roman Writers, oue an 
Ancient, and the other a Modern, had faid, that Great- 
Britain refembled in Form a Sort of Difh or Hatchet, 
from whence it was natural to conclude that it was an 
Ifland. This Polybius, a more ancient Writer than any 
we haye mentioned, afferts, without any Scruple ; and 
our Author quotes a Paffage out of him, in which he men- 
tions the Britanick Ifands, in the Plural Number; a 
Proot, that, in his Time, even J/re/and was known. 
5. M. Secouffe remarks, that the Relation Plutarch gives 
of the War ot Alexandria is far from being exact. He 
fays that Ca/ar, during his Sojourn in Alexandria, having 
difeovered, that the Eunuch Pothin, and Achillas the Egyp- 
tian General, had confpired to affaflinate him at a Fef- 
tival, put Pothin to Death, and that Achi//as, efcaping 
to the Army, excited a very dangerous’ War againft Ca- 
far. Now it appears, by the Teftimony of Ca/er himfelf, 
that Achilias had left Alexandria long before the Death 
ot Pothin ;. but that he returned at his earneft Sollication, 
to attack C/er; that then it was the Battles mention by 
Plutarch were given, which he places wrong after the 
Death of Pethin : That Ca/ar caufed this Eunuch to be 
put to Death; becaufe it had been difcovered, that he pri- 
vately exhorted Achi//as, not to be difcourag’d, but to 
purtue the Project concerted between them. This is all 
we learn of this Matter from Ca@/ar himfelf. Lucan gives 
us a very long Detail of this Project. Dion, in his Rela- 
tion of this lait Event, agrees pretty well with Ca/ar’s 
Account. 

6 Plutarch relates, that the Day after the Death of 
Ca/ar, the Senate ordered that the Defunct fhould be ho- 
noured asa God. There are, in the Opinion of M. Se- 
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cou’, two Errors in this one Paffage. For tho’, fome 
Time after the Death of Ca/ar, the People eftablithed a 
Sort of Religious Warfhip, in Honour of this Conquerour, 
which Do/abella foon after abolithed ; yet Plutarch is mif- 
taken in faying, that the Senate decreed him divine Ho- 
nour the very Day after his Death. Since it is evident, 
by the Teftimony of Cicero, and the Hiforians or thofe 
Times. that it was not till feyen Months after, or the firft 
of September, that Anthony thought he had Power enough 
to conftrain the Senate to honour Ca/ar with a Religious 
Worihip, which was only a Mixture of the ufual Fune- 
ral Ceremonies, and fome Supplications fuch as they ad- 
drefs’d to their God’s: But, ftrictly fpeaking, we cannot 
fay that the Senate decreed Divine Hawai to be paid to 
Ca/far, before the Time of Auguffus. 

M. Secouffe finifhes thefe Remarks, by acquainting his 
Readers, that of all the Lives compiled by Plutarch, in 
that of Ca/ar, the Facts are lefs particularized, and the 
Omiffions more numerous, than in any other ; this Hifto- 
tian having in particular been very negligent in what he 
relates of of the Ga/lick War.
